NATIONS ENACT 
LEGISLATION TO 
AIDFAIR TRADE 


Interesfs 
of 
Thousands 
Of Producers Said 
To Be Affected 


Washington. 
Mav 22. — Despite 
legislation in many countries to pro­ 
tect commercial property rights and 
good will, there is a rising necessity 
ior safeguarding these economic ele­ 
ments against uneconomic and un ­ 
ethical practices and unfair m e t h ­ 
ods of competition in International 
■ Trade. 
Attention to these facts has been 
called bv William F No'/., of the 
Commerce Department's division or 
1 com mercial law. who points out that 
' it Is a subject of growing impor­ 
tance to American business men. 
“Extensive 
commercial 
in vest­ 
ments are at stake throughout the 
world, which require Just as effec­ 
tive protection again*-? 
these im ­ 
pedim ents to foreign trade 
a- 
is 
vouchsafed to the merchant 
and 
m anufacturer at home under our 
state and federal laws.' Not/, said. 
Commerce Injured 
“The interests, not merely of a 
few large individual trading 
con­ 
cerns, but of thousands of business 
men, producers as well as distribu­ 
tors, are 
involved -farmers, 
man­ 
ufacturers. and 
professional 
men. 
Just as much as importers and ex­ 
porters.” 
N ot/ showed that the business of 
a manufacturer who markets his 
goods in foreign countries, is injured 
when his products are disparaged 
by unscrupulous competitors, or ar­ 
ticles of foreign origin are passed 
off for his own, or through false and 
deceptive advertising tha reputation 
of his goods Ls imperiled. 
“The reputable exporter find that. 
, not only his own private business 
but also the good will of his coun­ 
try suffers 
abroad 
through 
the 
practices of a concern which makes 
for foreign deliveries below sample," 
N ot/ said. 
"The tarmers who produce a su­ 
perior variety of grain are injured 
by parties, who. while the grain Ls 
' in transit, mix it with grain of in­ 
ferior grade. Similarity, in countries 
where priority of 
registration and 
not priority of use establishes 
the 
brand name of their apples or other 
prdoucts are appropriated and ex­ 
ploited by unauthorized persons. 
“Although the crafty tactics of 
the unscrupulous trader are as old 
as trade itself, there appears to be 
no limit to the ingenuity and 
re­ 
sourcefulness of 
individuals 
who 
embarass, exploit 
or 
injured 
ihe 
commercial good will or business of 
others engaged in the same or a 
similar line of business.” 
Effect of Competition 
I 
Not/ pointed out that the keener 
j competition becomes t he more 
is j 
* this evil likely to spread. 
Failure to apply for full patent 
protection in foreign countries was 
said to prove costly. 
The 
foreign J 
producers have t lie habit of copying j 
popular American articles and then 
underselling in a market developed 
by manufacturers of this country. 
■ TTie lack of precaution on the part
